Rome:—Much interest has been 
aroused among archaeologists by 
the announcement that fragments 
of the famous temple of Venus on 


Mount Eryx have been discovered, | 


embedded among the masonry of 
the. mediaeval castle that now 
crowns the summit of the peak. 

“ Magous Eryx," or, to callit by 
its modern name, Monte San 
Giuliano, forms the culminating 
point of the north-west corner of 
Sicily, and is situated about 
twelve milesfrom Trapani. It com. 
mands a magnificent view of tha 
Mediterranean and Tyzrhenian 
seas, and of the classic groupa of 
islands, the Aegatea and the Li. 
Pari, sung of by Homer. _¢ 

The Phoenicians built a temple 
on this height to their goddess, 
Ashtaroth; which later. became 
one of the moat celebrated centres 
of worship of the ancient world 
as the shrine of “Venus Ery-
